FALSE REGISTRATIONS. 


THE RECORDER IS DENIED AN APPROPRIA- 
TION FOR. THEIR CORRECTION. 


The Delegates Refuse to Make Provision 
for a Board of Revision te Strike Off the 
Begus Entries on the Boeks in the Re- 
corder’s Office—An Appeal to the Coun- 
cil—The Union Labor Party Meetings— 
Political Notes. 


Recorder of Voters Williams has had another 
disheartening experience with Comptroller 
Campbell and the lower branch of the Munici- 
pal Assembly. Since the last election he has ap- 
plied various tests to the registration lists and 
has thereby proved the frauds charged in the 
POST- DISPATCH in December, 1886. Hundreds 
of registrations appearing on the books as 
from certain numbers have been 
addressed through the mails and 
the cards have been returned to 
the City Hall with such annotations as no 
such party lives at the number given,’’ and 
no such address on street named.“ 
The directories for several years 
have been exam dut no such 
names have been found &» wue"™addresses cor- 
responding to those given in the registration 
lists. To correct this list the Recorder pro- 
posed to submit his discoveries to a Board 
of Revision, the only body authorized 
to strike names from the registration lists. 
It was simply a plan to purify the registra- 
tion books. This was defeated in the House 
of Delegates last night, Messrs. Stone 
and Wand leading the fight on the proposed 
plan. Recorder Williams has no power to 
strike a single name off of the registration 


lists, and in his attempts to correct the lists, 
as far as possibie, he has been bitterly 
2 posed. Comptroller Campbell objects to 
the appropriation of $1,000 to pay the mem- 
bers of the Board of vision. This stand 
has been tndorsed by the Oity Hall 
officials, and like every other reform 
pro y the Recorder of Voters has met 
with bitter opposition. Since Recorder Will- 
lams took charge of the office nearly 10,000 false 
or incorrect registrations have been discovered 
He proposed to legally strike these registra- 
tions from the list with the assistance of the 
Board of Revision, but the Democratic mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates have 
defeated this plan for the present. 
When the Recorder first proposed a precinct 
canvass to correct the lists, which were filled 
with false registrations, as shown ‘in the 
trials last January and February 
in the United States Circult Court, 
the Comptroller and the artisan mem- 
bers of the Assembly opposed the reform.

UNDER a Democratic tariff in 1856, when 
wheat was worth a dollar a bushel, neither 
ourimports nor our exports’ were any- 
thing like as large as they are now, be- 
cause the population was proportionally 
smaller. But 75.2 per cent of exports and 
imports was carried then in American 
vessels and the cost and profits of car- 
riage were kept at home. But in 1887 only 
18.2 per cent-of our imports and exports 
was carried in American vessels. For- 
eigners pocket nearly all of the immense 
sums earned in the transportation of our 
vast foreign trade. Laws supposed to be 
t vtective, but the effect of which is 
destructive, are responsible for this 
change. The proposition to get. back our 
carrying trade by paying a subsidy of 80 
cents per registered ton for each 1,000 
miles sailed. by any American ship be- 
tween this and any foreign country would 
be only a deeper plunge into the wrong of 
providing bounties for special interests by 
taxing others. Why not as well pay 
bounties to the farmers who are raising 
wheat at less than cost because of the 
onerous protective taxes their business is 
burdened with? Why not as well pay 
bounties to every other industry that is 
drained of its profits by unequal and un- 
just taxation?

The Great Unprotected Interest. 
From the Tennessee Farmer. 

In 1880 the aggregate value of the iron and 
steel manufactured inthe United States was 
$296 000, 000, but as this included the pig-iron 
twice, first as a separate product and again in 
the bar-iron or steel into which it went, its 
value of $89,000,000 is twice given. A more 
correct estimate, when the report is free from 
duplications, would place the aggregate at 
about 9200, 000, 000. During the year endingjJune 
80, 1881, the export of American agriculture 
to foreign nations was of the value of $729,650, - 
000, or three and one-half times as 
much as our total products of iron and 
eteel—and this, too, after our enpor- 
mous home demand had been filled. 
if, therefore, it were true that a protective 
tariff were needed to support our iron furnaces 
which we utterly deny, for we made iron 
long before we ever had a tariff—yet to secure 
a trade worth $200,000,000 we are jeopardizing 
one worth 5700, 000, 000. The loss of that foreign 
trade for our agricultural preducta not only 
determines the fact whether we shall make 
anything on what we sell at home of such 
products, but would of itself entail, if lost for 
but one year, a greater injury to American 
industry than the destruction of three times 
the capital invested in all our iron and steel 
works as it stood in 1880. Yet this sys- 
tem is called protection, and we are told 
is kept up to enable iron men to pay **good 
wages. 

Farmers have their workmen to pay also, 
and grubbing potatoes is just as hbnorable as 
grubbing iron ore, and a far higher degree of 
intelligence is required. It is time for agri- 
culturiste to quit being made the tools of the 
other classes, and to demand that taxes not 

needed to support the Government shall not 

be transferred by the Government to favored 
industries, What the Gevernment does not

NEWS FROM SAN REMO. 

Although the last reports from San Remo say 
that no operation will be necessary, I under- 
stand that it is not altogether unlikely that 
tracheotomy may have to be performed on the 
Crown Prince at no distant dates This, I may 
say, is altogether independent of any theory 
as to the nature of the disease. If the wind- 
pipe becomes so blocked up that little or no 
room is left forthe breath to pass in, what- 
ever the nature of the obstruction may be, the 
patient must be choked unless an artificial 
way be made. Regardless of what has been 
said to the contrary, anappreciable amount of 
narrowing has already taken place in His Im- 
perial Highness’ throat, and there is from 
time to time some difficulty in breathing. As 
this might at any moment get worse it may be 
thought prudent to anticipate the evil. 
Tracheotomy has nothing to do with cutting 
out the larynx or any such formidable ma- 
neuvers. It is merely making a little notch in 
the windpipe and putting in a silver tube, 
through which the patient breathes instead of 
through his mouth. In the case of grown-up 
people it is very often done without chloro- 
form or anything of that sort, and as an oper- 
ation it is hardly ever directly fatal. I myself 
know a man who tried to cut his own throat 
six months ago, but did not do it, so I am told, 
He has worn one of these tubes ever since, 
and few people are any the wiser.

The ice went out last night, the gorge at 
Tucker’s Station breaking at about 10:30 
o’clock, Previous flurries had weakened the 
fields above the city and had placed most of 
the boats and barges in as bad a position as 
possible. So when the grand flow set in there 
was very little damage done. In addition tothe 
wrecks of the previous night the tug Alice 
Parker was caught below Anna street, be- 
tween some Mississippi Valley Transportation 
Company's barges, and had the life squeezed 
out ot her. Below this wreck a stern-wheel 
boat, the Flying Eagle, is lying on the bank 
with her starboard under water. She is nota 
very bad wreck, and may be saved if in the 
disposal of the ice that has lodged against 
the shore from near Barton street to below 
the Fiying Eagle she is not entirely 
ruined. The Eagle belonged to the St. Louis 
& St. Paul Packet Company and was bullt in 
1868 at Brownsville, Pa. Sheis insured and 
valued at $8,000. She is 156 feet long, 31 feet 
beam, 5 feet and 8 inches hold. The tug Alice 
Parker belonged to the Consolidated Coal 
Company and was bought for $2,500 by her 
Owners. She isa bad wreck. 

There was no damage done above the bridge 
by the ice.

The owners of steamboats are much re- 
Heved now that the ice has gone out, but 
anticipate some trouble when the Mis- 
seuri River flood reaches the city. The 
stage of the river at St. Louis last evening was 
17.9 feet. After the gorge broke last night the 
river fell ra 4 t, but this morning 
showed a rise, read being 14.6. The 
cause of the breaking of the gorge was that 
flooding ofthe Gasconade and several other 
tributaries ofthe Missouri which caused the 
river to rise rapidly. The gorges at Lexing- 
ton and Hermann broke on a rise of from three 
to four feet and the ice is now coming down. 
It is not probable that this ice will be a source 
of any anaes So Ses an shipping; but precau- 
tions are bein n by owners and crews to 
get vessels and nee in condition.

POINTS OF THEIR FIGHT. 


The Clever Tactics of the ‘‘Nenpareil’’ Prove 
a Humiliating Thing for the Pittsburg 
Man—A Crowd That Kicked About Wait- 
ing, But Was Much Pieased With the 
Sport—The Fight in Detail.

New York, February 1.—Hundreds of peo- 
ple greeted McCaffrey and Dempsey at the 
Pavonia Rink in Jersey City last night.

Remantic Origin of The Maple House“ 


A Bevy of Beauties.

The Deer Range of the Northwest.“ 


From the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 
The great deer range is in Northern Wis- 


consin, across Minnesota to Dakota, and 
covers the country adjacent to Brush City and 
Princeton and to the north of Brainerd. 
There are very few deer on the Red Lake Res- 
ervation, and very few about Duluth, because 
the wolves are s0 numerous in the counties 
adjacent. The wolves drive the deerout. At 
the extreme frontier the deer are found in 
good condition. They breed in the 
timber and remain there during the 
summer and are driven out by the 
wolves in the fall, Between the Indians and 
the wolves many Geer are wWwastetully de- 
atroyed. It is necessary to kill the wolves to 
keep the deer . and the bounty is doing 
some good. But the deer are not getting ex- 
terminated. You might as well talk about 
exterminating Se duoks, cranes, gulis, peli. 
cans and all kinds of water-fow! which breed 
up in the Peace River country, 1,500 miles 
northwest of Winnipeg. There are about 
twenty thousand saddles of venison handled 
here a year. Sometimes this amount is ex- 
ceeded, as in 1878, when the prairie fires got 
into the timber and drove the deer into the 
settlements. One firm here dresses five or 
six hundred deerskins a year. The deer fur 
is of no commercial value, but the skin is 
made into moccasins and into the buckskin of 


the stores.
